Thk  telegram  received  here  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  28th  ulto.  from  Petropolis  an- 
nouncing that  H.  M.  the  Emperor  had  been 
attacked  by  congestion  of  the  liver  and 
con.siderable  fever,  caused  us,  in  common 
with  H.  M's  .subjecls  profound  regret.  The 
later  telegrams  show  that  the  disease  had 
assumed  a  remittent  form  complicated  with 
jaundice,  but  the  physicians  in  attendance 
do  not  e.xpre.ss  any  fears  of  a  serious  result. 
We  most  sincerely  offer  our  best  wishes 
that  H,  M.  may  very  shortly  be  restored  to 
perfect  health,  in  which  we  feel  confident 
we  are  accompanied  by  the  foreign  residents 
in  the  Kmpire,  We  may  add,  that  it  must 
be  considered  somewhat  imprudent  for  H. 
M.  to  spend  the  week  at  Petropolis  and 
come  to  the  city  on  Saturdays  for  the 
despatch  of  business,  which  causes  his  deten- 
tion over  night,  and  may  very  possibly  lead 
to  unfortunate  results.  Surely  the  weekly 
cabinet  meeting  could  be  held  at  Petropolis, 
and  in  this  manner  PI,  M.  spared  any 
possibility  ol  incurring  risk,  to  which  he  in 
common  with  residents  in  Petropolis  is 
exposed  to  at  this  season  of  the  year  in  nur 
city.  We  can  see  no  objection  to  this 
action,  and  if  there  be  one,  it  is  that  the 
ministers  will  be  placed  to  some  slight 
inconvenience,  which  we  presume  they 
would  willing  consent  to. 


Thh  question  of  immigration  is  one  of 
apparently  unfathomable  complication  and 
blundering.  Recently  the  minister  of  fin- 
ance has  ['omid  it  necessary  to  advise  his 
colleague  of  agriculture  that  the  fiscal  ad- 
ministration of  the  colonies  is  in  a  very 
unsatisfactory  condition,  and  that  it  is 
advisable  to  place  this  matter  in  the  hands 
of  Treasury  agents.  He  is  unable  to  slate 
just  what  the  indebtedness  of  colonists 
amounts  to,  but  gives  a  pirtial  list,  which 
foots  up  a  little  over  4,600,000$.  "Besides 
tins,  it  apiDears  that  there  has  been  no 
uniformity  in  tiie  prices  charged  for  lands, 
the  average  in  one  province  alone  varying 
Irom  31$  to  187$.  Clearly  the  bureau  of 
"colonization  and  public  lands"  of  this 
capital  is  responsible  for  gross  derelection  of 
duty  and  misgovern  ment  in  this  matter. 
We  assume  that  the  blame  lies  with  this 
bureau,  because  it  is  charged  with  the 
general  control  of  these  two  important 
services  and  receives  large  appropriations 
every  year.  Instead  of  attending  to  his 
proper  duties,  the  director  of  that  bureau 
seems  to  think  that  he  is  employed  to  carry 
on  propagandas  in  Kurope  for  the  acqujsi- 
lion  of  more  immigrants,  and  his    time  is 


therefore  spent  in  preparing  illustrated  wall 
maps  of  the  Empire  and  in  writing  flowery 
descriptions  ol  a  country  which  is  actually 
unable  to  take  care  of  the  poor  people 
already  here.  This  question  nf  colonists' 
debts  is  one  of  grave  importance.  No 
colonist,  we  believe,  can  get  ajtitle  to  his 
land  until  it  is  all  paid  for — antj  even  then 
the  title  is  not  always  forthcoming.  On 
general  principles  we  believe  itia  mistaken 
policy  to  permit  colonists  to  reirlain  in  debt 
in  this  way.  The  lots  sold  are  small  and 
the  prices  are  not  so  high  but  what  they 
ought  to  meet  every  obligation  in  a  very 
short  time  if  the  conditions  of  life  are  half 
as  favorable  as  represented.  It  can  hardly 
be  claimed  that  immigrants,  as  a  class,  are 
dishonest ;  therefore  only  two  conclusions 
are  possible ;  either  the  government  officials 
have  been  remiss  in  making  their  col- 
lections, or  the  colonists  have  been  unable 
to  earn  more  than  a  bare  livelihood.  If 
oliicials  have  neglected  to  collect  the  am- 
ounts due,  it  must  be  considered  an  anom- 
aly in  this  country,  for  business  men  find 
them  always  on  hand  to  pick  up  delin- 
quents, The  conclusion,  we  lear,  is  amply 
warranted  that  making  money  in  a  colony 
is  an  extremely  difficult  matter.  As  a  rule 
the 'Germans  who  go  to  the  United  States 
soon  acquire  farms  and  pay  for  them.  We 
have  known  them  to  purchase  cultivated 
farms  and  pay  for  them  with  the  annual 
proceeds  of  their  labor.  Here,  however, 
they  do  not  appear  to  be  able  to  pay  even 
die  insignificant  sums  charged  for  the  un- 
cultivated lands  sold  them.  What  is  the 
reason  ?  There  can  be  no  difference  in 
the  people  for  they  come  from  the  very 
same  localities  whence  come  those  who 
settle  in  the  United  States.  There  is 
something  in  this  question  of  Brazilian  im- 
migration which  fertile  lands  and  sunny 
skies  fail  to  answer  for.     What  is  it  ? 


!['■  official  figures  as  published  in  relato- 
rios  in  Brazil  arc  worthy  of  any  confidence, 
the  accumulation  of  wealth  here  must  be 
very   considerable       The    figures    of    our 

exporis  and  imports  show  constant  balances 
in  favor  of  tiie  empire,  and  wliat  l)ecomeK  of 
the  money  thus  produced  seems  myster- 
ious, for  Urazil  is  constantly  applying  to 
foreign  markets  for  assistance.  Even  dur- 
ing the  Paraguayan  war,  when  the  resources 
of  the  nation  were  taxed  to  the  utmost 
extent,  the  olhcial  balance  of  trade  was 
steadily  in  favor  of  Brazil,  and  what  becomes 
of  these  balances  is  a  question  worthy  of  the 
serious  attention,  not  only  of  legislators, 
but  also  of  tax-payers.  It  will  at  once  be 
.suggested  that  the  needs  of  government  for 
meeting  engagements  payable  in  bullion, 
the  remittances  of  dividends  on  lirazilian 
stocks  and  shares  belonging  to  foreigners, 
ami  losses  on  coffee  shipments,  more  par- 
ticularly, will  have  absorbed  these  apparent 
balances,  and  that  while  in  government 
calculations  the  balance  due  the  empire  on 
international  trade  is  large,  in  piactice  this 
balance  is  against,  not  in  favor  of  the 
empire,  We  do  not  propose  to  deny  that  a 
debtor  country  will  always  show  in  its  in- 
ternational commerce  an  apparent  favorable 
balance  of  trade,  for  its  payments  abroad 
can  only  be  met  by  an  increased  exporta- 
tion; but  Brazil  is  in  a  peculiar  position  as 
regards  tliis  question  of  balances.  The 
state  is  the  great  debtor  as  to  bullion  liabil- 
ities and  needs  exchange,  or  produce,  which 
is  the  same  diing,  to  meet  its  engagements. 
But  this  produce  is  not  the  property  of  the 
state;  it  belongs  to  its  producer,  and  to  this 
producer  the  state  must  furnish  some  equiv- 
alent, whether  in  paper  currency,  bonds, 
or  whatsoever  form  of  obligation,  and  this 
equivalent  will  have  been  added  to  the 
resources  of  the  producer.  Therefore  the 
fact  of  the  state,  as  represented  by  the 
Treasury,  absorbing   a   certain  quantity  of 


produce  becomes  merely  a  commercial 
transaction,  where  the  state,  as  any  other 
exporter,  gives  value  in  some  form  for  the 
purchased  produce.  Remittances  on  ac- 
count of  dividends  are  not  materially  differ- 
ent from  those  for  account  nf  the  state. 
Value  in  some  form  is  given  for  the  produce 
shipped,  against  which  the  exchange  is 
drawn,  which  the  agent  of  the  holder  of 
Brazilian  securities  remits.  We  then  have 
to  inquire  whether  trade  losses  absorb  this 
apparent  balance  of  trade  in  favor  of  Brazil. 
We  confess  we  cannot  trace  these  losses  to 
die  producer,  the  actual  owner  of  the  mer- 
chandise shipped,  which  produces  these 
balances.  As  far  as  the  coffee  trade  at 
least  is  concerned,  the  planter's  engage- 
ments are  met  by  his  cofTee;  if  he  owe  his 
factor,  the  debt  will  be  deducted  from  the 
proceeds  of  his  produce,  or  his  debts  to 
other  merchants  in  the  same  form  will  be 
settled.  The  (actor  will  reduce  his  liability 
to  the  bank,  where  he  has  arranged  ac- 
comodation, the  other  creditors  will  settle 
with  importers,  and  the  balance  of  foreign 
trade  is  in  no  manner  affected.  If  the 
losses  we  refer  to  be  made  by  exporters, 
the  case  returns  to  the  same  basis  as  that  of 
government  remittances;  value  in  some  form 
must  be  given  to  the  producer,  or  his  im- 
mediate representatives,  and  the  effect  is 
precisely  the  same;  capital  is  added  to  the 
producer's  means.  We  may  therefore  con- 
sider that  a  very  large  sum,  although  it  be 
only  in  paper  currency,  is  annually  added 
to  the  resources  of  our  producers,  and  this 
being  the  case  it  would  be  interesting  to 
examine  into  the  position  of  these  pro- 
ducers whose  constant  cries  to  save  them 
from  annihilation  have  become  ridiculous. 
If  Brazil  can  show  balances  of  300,000,000$ 
in  nine  years  on  its  foreign  trade,  it  would 
appear  evident  that  something  is  radically 
wrong  in  its  .statistics,  or  that  the  agricultural 
interest  is  not  by  any  means  deserving  of 
the  fostering  care  bestowed  upon  it  by  the 
ruling  powers.  Ifiho  planters  are  debtors 
to  a  large  extent  to  factors  and  banks,  the 
culprits  it  would  seem  to  us  are  these  same 
factors  and  banks.  A  purely  agricultural 
country  that  can  show  such  accumulations 
of  wealth  as  Brazil  proles.ses  to  show,  should 
not  only  be  free  from  debt,  but  absolutely 
rolling  in  wealth,  and  why  the  empire  is  in 
straitened  circumstances  is  a  feature  in 
economics  that,  as  we  say  above,  needs  the 
urgent  attention  of  both  legislators  and  tax- 
payers. We  may  annex  the  following  table 
to  render  more  forcible  our  oliservations :

THE  COFFEE  MARKET.    ' 

The  quotations  as  furnished  by  the 
brokcr.s  have  shown  that  the  weight  of  our 
stock  has  at  last  brought  dealers  to  an  ap- 
preciation of  what  is  requisite  to  induce 
exporters  to  enter  the  market.  Quotations 
are  some  300  reis  per  arroba  lower  than  the 
last  prices  quoted  by  the  brokers,  but  this 
decline  does  not  yet  seem  sufficient  to  in- 
duce any  considerable  purchases,  and  the 
probabilities  seem  to  be  that  holders  must 
still  further  modify  their  ideas,  if  they  are 
desirous  of  opening  the  market,  and  of 
relieving  themselves  of  a  part  of  the  very 
large  stock,  that  has  been  allowed  to  ac- 
niulate  here,  and  which  taxes  to  the  utmost 
the  lesources  of  dealers  and  factors.  Ex- 
porters seem  careless  as  to  new  engage- 
ments, and  the  impression  seems  to  be, 
that  the  accumulation  of  stock  here,  and 
the  decline  in  prices  will  be  most  unfavor- 
ably received  in  consuming  markets.  That 
the  statistical  position  of  coffee  is  strong, 
few,  if  any  of  those  interested  in  the  trade 
contradict,  but  there  appears  to  be  an  un- 
willingness  to  enter  freely  into  the  market, 


that  must  cau.se  uneasiness  to  holders,  and 
their  representatives,  who  are  unquestion- 
ably doing  their  best  to  sustain,  or  advance 
prices  abroad. 

A  very  .serious  feature  also  is  the  action 
of  Santos,  where  the  holders  seem  to  have 
more  properly  appreciated  the  position,  and 
to  have  quietly  met  the  demand,  thus  leav- 
ing Rio  in  the  lurch.  It  may  be  true  that 
the  American  markets  prefer  Rio  grades  of 
coffee,  but  if  it  be  a  question  of  price  the 
chances  seem  to  be  that  Santos  will  supply 
the  consuming  markets,  and  Rio  will  have 
stupidly  sustained  prices  for  the  Santos 
merchants'  profit. 

Just  here  we  may  refer  to  Messrs.  Lacerda 
&  Co.'s  circular  dated  31st  January  last. 
The  boldness  with  which  the  firm  shows 
that,  provided  consumption  continues  as 
heretofore,  the  probable  supply  can  not 
meet  the  demand,  is  admirable.  But,  if 
only  some  14,667,000  bags  of  coffee  can 
be  produced  for  the  18  months  ending  30th 
June,  1888,  it  seems  quite  out  of  the 
question  that  18,000,000  bags  can  be  con- 
sumed. Consumption  can  not  exceed 
stocks  and  production,  and  if  every  ounce 
of  coftee  held  in  consuming  markets  is  to 
be  used  up,  and  the  markets  stripped  ut- 
terly bare,  adulteration  and  restricted  con- 
sumption are  as  inevitable  as  is  death  to 
the  human  organization. 

It  absurd  to  estimate  consumption  at 
some  3,000,000  bags  over  the  possible  pro- 
duction, and  Messrs.  LaccKiaV  figures  for 
stocks  on  30ih  June,  1888,  will  most  prob- 
ably be  completely  nullified.  A  journalist's 
duty  however  is  to  give  every  one's  ideas, 
and  we  attach  Messrs.  Lacerda  k  Co,'s 
figures.  We  do  not  believe  in  them,  but 
as  the  expre.ssion  of  interested  parties  they 
will  prove  of  interest  to  the  trade.

J<JO  GRANDE  CATTLE. 
The  sudden  increase  in  the  number  of 
cattle  killed  in  the  Rio  Grande  slaughter 
houses  after  the  prohibition  of  jerked  beef 
imports  from  the  Platine  republics,  led  us 
to  inquire,  in  one  of  our  January  issues, 
where  these  cattle  came  from.  Knowing 
that  the  production  of  jerked  beef  in  Rio 
Grande  had  greatly  decreased  during  late 
years  the  natural  inference  was  that  stock- 
raising  was  also  on  the  decline  ;  and  seeing 
complaints  in  the  papers  about  the  run- 
ning of  cattle  across  the  fnmtier  from 
Uruguay  into  Rio  Grande  another  inference 
was  that  the  slaughter  houses  of  the  latter 
were  drawing  their  supplies  from  the  former, 
in  violation  of  sanitary  restrictions.  In 
response  to  our  inquiry  we  have  received 
the  following  communication  from  a  pro- 
minent   merchant    of  Rio     Grande,    who

taining information  on  this  subject : 
Editor  Rio  News  : 

^ir^ — In  one  of  your  January  issues, 
reference  is  made  to  Llie  slaughter  of  horned 
cattle  in  this  province  {now  reaching 
115,000  head)  and  y<m  ask  : — "Where  did 
the  cattle  come  from  ?" 

Your  inquiry,  I  presume,  is  made  in 
search  for  information.  Thus  I  beg  to  say 
that  the  number  of  cattle  (horned)  in  this 
province  is  estimated  at  about  iz  millions. 

Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  16  Febr'y,  1887. 
If  this  estimate  is  correct,  Rio  Grande  is 
one  of  the  most  wonderful  countries  in  the 
world.  The  province  has  an  area  of  about 
138,500  square  miles,  or  88,640,000  acres. 
Assuming  a  half  of  this  to  comprise  water 
areas,  barren  lands  (the  coast  zone  etc) 
and  cultivated  lands,  there  remains  44,- 
320,000  acres  available  for  grazing.  A  re- 
cent writer  in  Harpers  Magazine,  in  an 
article  on  "Cattle  Raising  on  the  Plains" 
states  that  in  the  semi-arid  belt  the  grazing 
requirement  is  25  acres  per  head,  while  in 
the  fertile  Yellowstone  valley  it  was  cal- 
culated that  only  1 5  acres  would  be  required. 
Giving  Rio  Grande  an  allowance  of  10 
acres,  which  the  character  of  the  pasture 
will  hardly  warrant,  and  we  find  that  the 
province  can  graze  only  4,332,000  head. 
How  is  it  possible,  then,  that  the  province 
actually  possesses  nearly  three  times  that 
number  ? 

Again,  according  to  the  census  of  1880 
the  total  number  of  horned  cattle  in  the 
United  States,  including  milch  cowi!  and 
working  oxen,  was  35,865,511,  or  less  than 
three  times  the  number  claimed  for  Rio 
Grande.  For  the  whole  River  Plate  country 
(Uruguay  and  Argentine  Republic)  in  1880 
Mulhall  gives  the  total  as  18,390,000  head, 
or  only  50%  more  than  Rio  Grande.  In 
his  annual  report  for  1885,  the  Uruguayan 
statistician  Mr.  Honore  Roustan  estimates 
the  number  of  horned  cattle  in  Urugay  at 
5,892,000,  which  is  probably  an  over- 
estimate, and  yet  while  Rio  Grande  exports 
no  jerked  beef  and  supplies  only  about 
one-twentieth  the  quantity  consumed  in  all 
Brazil*  the  republics  of  Uruguay  and  the 
Argentine  Republic  supply  this  empire 
with  the  remaining  nineteen-twentieths,  ' 
export  largely  to  the  West  Indies  and  are 
now  shipping  fresh  beef  to  Europe.  With 
12  millions  of  cattle  Rio  Grande  ought  to 
supply  all  Brazil  and  do  a  large  export 
business  besides.  Even  with  a  million 
head  of  cattle,  the  province  ought  to  kill 
not  less  than  200,000  a  year,  instead  of  the 
smaller  and  decreasing  number  of  late 
years.  With  12  millions  of  cattle  the 
jerked  beef  industry  ol  Rio  Grande  ought 
not  to  be  in  the  state  of  decay  of  the  last 
few  years,  and  the  province  ouglit  to  be 
rolling  in  weath.  Twelve  millions  of  cattle 
represent  a  value  of  over  200,000,000$, 
with  which  the  province  ought  certainly  to 
build  its  own  railways  and  improve  its 
own  bar. 

Another  comparison.  The  great  cattle- 
raising  state  of  Texas,  which  has  an  area  of 
170,000,000  acres,  or  very  nearly  twice 
that  of  Rio  Grande,  had  a  total  of  4, 084,605 
head  of  horned  cattle  in  1880.  On  this 
the  writer  in  Harper's  Magazine,  before 
referred  to,  says:  "The  number  of  cattle 
in  Texas  is  so  great,  and  so  near  the 
capacity  of  the  land  to  carry,  that  during 
the  decade  ending  in  1880  from  500,000  to 
700,000  cattle,  old  and  young,  male  and 
female,  were  driven  from  the  state  annually." 
Does  oar  correspondent  think  that  Rio 
Grande  can  do  better  than  this?

The  Carinas  plantation  in  the  Lorena  niunicipaU 
ily  is  divided  into  78  rural  and  120  town  lots  and 
houses  are  prepared  for  the  immigrants.  Only  9 
lots  are  occupied, 

There  are  three  centres  in  addition  to  tlie  two 
above  referred  to,  all  in  the  municipality  of  the 
capita!,  and  which  llie  president  considers  were 
Ipated  precipitately.  The  president  in  re- 
ferring to  a  (rij)  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Jnquiii 
says :  "I  was  convinced  however  that  the  distance 
from  a  market,  where  a  ready  outlet  for  produce 
was  available,  lbs  isolation,  the  proximity  to  the 
wilderness  (seUCio),  and  above  all  the  lack  ot  fit- 
ness in  the  recently-arrived  European  to  struggle 
with  the  labor  in  the  virgin  forest,  without  resour- 
ces for  his  original  establishment,  were  uusur- 
mountable  obstacles.  It  is  necessary  for  the 
present,  that  these  lands  l>e  surveyed  for  .'^ale  to 
natives,  who  penetrating  the  wilderness  will  pre- 
pare the  ground,  as  is  the  case  in  the  United  Slates, 
for  the  later  estahlishment  of  European  colonists."

Beet  was 
estimJted  lo  produce  2,127.000  tons  in  the  first 
and  2,530  tons  in  the  laltci  period. 


IMMIGRATION  IN  SAO  PAULO. 
The  following  abstract  from  the  last  lelatofio  of 
the  president  of  Sao  Paulo,  Barao  de  Paniahyba, 
on  the  immigration  will  give  a  fair  idea  of  the 
views  held  by  the  best  and  most  liberal  men  of  the 
province.  The  president  is  himself  a  planter  and 
large  landliolder  and  is  considered  to  he  a  warm 
friend  of  immigration  and  free  labor. 

The  president  is  opposed  to  the  system  of  small 
holdings.  Land  suitable  for  the  cultivation  of  all 
produce  other  than  cofiee  is  obtainable  and  cheap, 
but  the  immigrant  has  no  funds,  and  in  two  cases, 
viz.,  the  Cannas  and  Cascalho  colonies  where  10 
hectare  lots  are  obtainable  for  300$  in  cash,  or 
400$  in  four  equal  payments,  but  very  (ew  of  the 
lots  are  occupied.  "The  present  system  should 
not  be  altered,  as  it  is  the  best  for  the  immigrant. 
Arriving  in  the  province  free  of  debt,  for  his  pas- 
sage is  paid  by  the  government,  he  will  find  on  the 
plantations  a  house  lor  himself  and  his  family, 
food,  for  he  will  receive  the  necessaries,  for  which 
be  will  afterwards  pay  up  to  the  time  he  harvests 
his  crop,  a  person  to  care  for  him  in  illness,  and 
finally  one  who  will  conduct  and  guide  him  during 
his  apprenticeship.  He  finds  immediate  employ- 
ment, tor  which  he  is  paid,  and  with  the  faculty 
and  entire  bberty  of  action,  not  even,  as  a  general 
rule  being  restrained  by  any  written  contract. 
Within  the  first  year,  his  apprenticeship  completed, 
acclimatized  and  understanding  the  method  of 
working,  the  ownership  of  land  and  all  those 
practical  notions  necessary  to  agriculture,  he  pos- 
sesses his  savings,  which  he  deposits  at  interest 
either  in  savings  or  other  banks,  or  with  the  land- 
lord; and  thus  progressively  becoming  independent 
he  may,  as  has  occurred  on  an  important  scale, 
become  in  his  tutu  a  landholder."  The  president 
had  contracted  with  a  party  for  the  introduction  of 
4,000  immigrants,  of  which  1,000  should  be  tn 
preference  Swedes,  Danes  and  Germans.  Under 
this  contract  1,777  persons  had  arrived,  of  which 
1,411  are  from  the  Canary  Islands.  Another  con- 
tract for  6,000  had  been  made  with  the  "Associa- 
9ao  Promotora  da  Immigra95o." 

Referring  to  centres  of  colonists  {nudeos  coio- 
mats),  the  president  refers  to  the  purchase  ..f  the 
Cascalho  plantation  fur  60,000$.  ,  The  plantation 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 
From  Ihe  Rosatio  Reporter,  Jan,  18  to  Feb.  5. 

— Colonel  Olascoagft  has  discovered  a  mineral 
spring  at  Neuquen  which  is  said  to  have  cured  a 
dog  of  hydrophobia. 

— During  last  year  there  arrived  in  this  country 
93,116  immigianls  and  19,292  other  passengers, 
by  475  vessels. 

— A  new  light-house  32  feet  high  burning  a 
white  light,  visible  in  clear  weather  at  a  distance 
of  5^  miles,  is  to  be  erected  at  Punta  Ainarga, 
between  Olivos  and  San  Isidro  (Buenos  Aires.) 

— It  is  nice  to  be  a  president.  The  Provincial 
Bank  of  Santa  Fc  presented  Dr.  Juarez  Cebnan 
with  a  $100,000  house  on  New  Year's  day,  and  by 
way  of  acknowledgement,  doitbtless,  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  allowed  to  print  an  additional  2  million 
dollars  in  inconvertible  notes.  The  president  bad 
previously  treated  himself  to  a  300,000  dollar  house 
in  Callc  25  de  Mayo,  Buenos  Aires. 

— The  private  and  municipal  schools  in  this  city 
will  be  reopened  next  month  (February.) 

—The  gefe  potituo  ot  Rosario  has  sent  in  his 
report  to  the  minister  of  governnrcnt,  by  which  we 
see  there  have  t«en  940  deaths  from  the  cholera 
herefrom  the  Sth  of  November  up  to  December 
31st  ull. 

— The  president  of  the  national  department  of 
hygiene  has  informed  the  prefect  of  marine  that 
quarantine  on  arrivals  from  the  rivers  has  been 
abolished.  Let  us  hope  that  we  may  soon  see  the 
river  steamers  coming  here  as  of  yore. 

— According  to  the  register  of  the  lazar-house 
of  the  popular  commission  304  cholera  patients, 
out  of  516  admitted  (Jan.  25th),  have  died.  Tins 
result  showing  about  40  per  cent,  saved,  is  highly 
creditable.  Can  the  English  lazar-bouse  show  as 
good  return,s  ? 

— A  newly  married  man  has  lieen  murdered  in  a 
duel  in  Buenos  Aires.  When  our  judges  seek  re- 
dress for  injuries  at  the  muKzle  ot  a  pistol  what 
can  be  expected  Irom  t!ie  rag  tag  and  bol)  tail  ? 

— There  have  been  several  new  and  fatal  cases 
of  cholera  during  the  week  [Jan.  29111]  at  coii- 
ventillos  and  rooms  in  the  7lh  and  Sth  sections 
which  have  recently  been  reoccupied  after  having 
had  cases  in  them.  No  precaution  in  this  respect 
can  be  loo  severe.  Unless  we  are  very  careful  we 
may  have  the  cholera  back  as  badly  as  ever  before 
the  summer  is  over. 

— We  have  received  a  table  containing  tiie  data 
estimated  sufficient  for  the  taking  of  the  census  of 
the  province  of  Santa  Fi5  from  which  we  extract  the 
following  interesting  figures.  It  is  estimated  that 
there  are  in  the  province,  230,648  inhabitants ; 
2,294,060  head  of  cattle  ;  3,302,475  sheep  ;  423,- 
879  horses,  etc. ;  and  93,802  swine.  Its  extent  is 
4,697  square  leagues,  scattered  over  which  there 
are  84  towns  and  villages.  Rosario's  share  in  the 
above  is  put  down  as  follows :  59  square  leagues 
of  land ;  3  towns  and  villages  ;  74,480  inhabitants; 
118,850  head  of  cattle;  759,000  sheep;  14,300 
horses  and  mares,  and  7,130  swine. 
From  the  liuenos  Aires  Standard.  Felmiary  51I1. 

—Advices  from  Montevideo  report  a  stir  and 
brisk  movement  in  exporting  circles,  due  to  the 
rumor  that  the  government  has  determined  tn  raise 
export  duties. 

—The  Central  Entre  Rios  railway  between  I'a- 
rani  and  Uruguay  will  be  inaugurated  on  the  ist 
of  next  month.  It  will  be  a  great  day  lor  that 
province. 

—Advices  from  Rosario  announce  the  move- 
ment in  shipping  there  unprecedented.  There  are 
upwards  of  a  hundred  steamers  in  port  at  present 
and  nearly  a  quarter  of  that  number  in  Santa  Vi; 
besides  immmerable  sailing  vessels,  all  taking  in 
cereals. 


—Advices  front  Cordoba  announce  Ihe  smash  ot 
a  stigar  factory  in  Tucnman,  owing  to  the  losses 
caused  by  Ihe  epidemic, 

— Tlie  government  of  .Santa  F6  seems  dclermined 
that  people  shall  not  get  too  rich  through  their 
industry  in  this  province.  It  has  accordingly 
clapped  an  additional  25  per  cent,  on  all  palenlfS, 
thus  making  it  impossible  for  many  to  continue  in 
business  without  increasing  the  prices  of  all  their 
goods. 

— Drs.  Gil,  Kyle,  t'uiggari  and  Herg  have  been 
named  by  government  11s  a  committee  to  decide 
who  is  to  get  the  25,000  nats.  premium  for  discov- 
ering real  coal  in  the  republic.  There  are  half  a 
dozen  claimants. 

—The  tremendous  rainstorm  at  La  Plata  has 
laid  the  whole  place  under  water,  and  from  the 
train  nothing  can  be  seen  except  rancho  roofs  and 
animals  of  all  kinds  vainly  endeavoring  to  save 
their  Uves.  No  accurate  information  however  as 
to  los(«s  and  damage  lias  yet  been  received.  It  is 
almost  a  parallel  to  the  deluge  in  1884, 

—Advices  from  the  sugar  districts  of  Tucuman 
are  most  distressing.  Owing  to  the  cholera  there 
it  is  next  to  impossible  to  get  laborers,  and  they 
that  are  to  be  had  do  not  begin  to  make  good  the 
necessities  of  the  situation.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, it  is  10  be  feared  that  many  evils  scarcely 
less  dreadful  than  the  cholera  await  Tucuman  for 
the  coming  winter. 

—The  movement  of  cereals  in  Santa  Vi  is  sinne- 
tbing  tremendous.  No  less  than  2[  ocean  vessels 
are  loading  grain  at  Cohislin^,  and  in  Esperanxa 
colony  it  is  said  thai  they  are  behindhand  with  the 
harvest  owing  to  the  want  of  hands  to  work  the 
thresiiing  machines,  so  many  having  been  swept 
off  by  the  epidemic.  The  net  yield  is  calculated  as 
worth  $10,000,000  m/n, 

—The  cholera  epidemic  broke  out  in  November, 
reached  a  maximum  mortality  in  December,  de- 
clined steadily  in  the  last  two  weeks  of  January, 
and  may  disappear  Ibis  month.  The  cholera 
figures  lor  the  last  three  months  are  as  follows  ;

The  figures  of  the  lazaretto  show  a  death  ratio 
of  ahout  52^  per  cent,  of  ilie  cases,  which  is  more 
satisfactory  than  the  general  average  for  the  town, 
but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  fully  25  "/«  of 
cases  of  cholera  escape  the  notice  of  the  author- 
ities, and  the  only  reliable  baronreter  of  the  e|ii- 
demic  is  the  daily  number  ol  deaths.

We  notice  increased  activity  in  the  export  of 
frozen  meat :  two  vessels  are  now  loading  60,000 
sheep  carcases  for  Englaiid,  and  the  business  is 
likely  to  assume  l)erore  the  close  of  the  century  a 
magnitude  surpassing  lliat  of  wool  or  even  of  all 
other  exports  conii)incd.  This  country  is  destined 
to  stipply  10,000  tons  of  meat  weekly  to  Earo])e : 
it  is  only  a  question  of  lime. 

— Disclosures  of  a  more  or  less  disgraceful  char- 
acter have  been  the  order  of  the  day  lately.  One 
man  gets  a  commission  of  _,^6o,ooo  to  get  a  bus- 
iness tbrougb  the  Government  ITouse,  another 
detects  a  pile  of  forged  bills  [drawn  on  imaginary 
parties]  in  the  Provincial  Bank,  another  points  out 
that  the  Mortgage  Bank  of  lUienos  Aires  has  lieen 
loosely  managed.  None  of  these  disclosures  have 
caused  any  sensation,  as  everybody  believes  there 
has  lieen  a  deal  of  corruption  in  the  last  four  or 
five  years. 

■—We  have  the  hap[)incss  lo  announce  the  ces- 
sation  of  the  cholera,  after  a  duration  of  three 
months,  during  which  1,600  cases  and  900  deaths 
were  recorded.  It  is  remarkable  that  epidemics 
invariably  last  about  100  days,  and  the  de.ith-rate 
from  cholera  in  the  present  instance  has  been  the 
same  as  commonly  in  Europe,  say  55  per  cent. 
But  it  is  rare  to  see  so  large  and  populous  a  city 
as  ours,  under  most  unfavorable  sanitary  condi- 
tions, escape  with  so  slight  a  penalty.  The  cases 
recorded  barely  reach  4  per  cent,  of  the  population 
the  deaths  have  been  little  over  2  per  cent.  Com- 
paring this  with  previous  epidemics  we  find  in 
round  numbers  as  follows :  cholera  of  l868, 
population  166,000,  cases  13,000,  deaths  7,000  ; 
being  4  per  cent,  mortality  to  population.  Yellow 
fever  of  1871,  population  202,000,  cases  50,000, 
deaths  26,500;  being  13  percent,  mortality  to 
population.  Cholera  of  1887,  poptdation  400,000, 
cases  1,600,  deaths  900,  or  2%  per  cent,  of 
population, 

It  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  morlalily  in  the

The  most  painful  circumstances  in  connexion 
willi  ttie  [iresent  visitation  is  not  tbe  sickness  itself 
but  the  atrocities  commilted  on  poor  emigrants 
fumi  Europe  under  the  name  of  sanitary  super- 
vision. It  is  almost  incredible  that  such  things 
coutd  occur  in  a  Christian  country,  where  we  see 
such  efforts  for  schools  and  the  march  of  civiliza- 
tion. Europeans  would  do  well  not  to  come  to 
Buenos  Ayres  when  quarantine  exists. 


Provincial  ]\Jotes 


—It  is  said  that  the  stock  of  the  new  water  and 
drainage  works  company  ol  Campinas,  Sao  Paulo, 
amounting  to  2,500,000$,  has  lieen  all  taken. 

—  Among  the  exports  from  Ceari  last  year  were 
2, 1 18  litres  of  cajii  wine,  2,359  litres  of  cattle  and 
123  litres  of  horses.  A  curious  manner  ol  estim- 
ating live  stock, 

—The  vicar  of  a  parish  in  Minas  has  just  been 
granted  a  privilege  for  gold  mining  and  diamond 
hunting  near  Diamantina.  Fancy  a  clergyman 
going  in  for  a  search  after  filthy  lucre  ! 

—The  receipts  of  the  Victoria,  Espirito  Sanlo, 
custom  house  during  the  half  year  ending  31st 
December  amounted  to  iSi,443$352.  For  the 
fiscal  year  18SS-86  the  receipts  were  216,3211365. 
—The  Sao  Paulo  Correio  Paulistano  ol  the  25th 
ult.  state  that  coffee  trees  in  theSerra  Negra  region 
are  loaded  with  extemporaneons  flowers,  the  trees 
having  at  the  same  time  fully  developed  fruit.  A 
February  blossoming  is  an  extraordinary  occur- 
rence, and  il  will  be  interesting  to  note  wbat  the 
tesuU  will  be. 

—The  Conrio  di  Santos  is  informed  by  a  gen- 
lleman  who  has  been  travelling  through  the  prov- 
ince of  Sao  Paulo  that  the  district  about  Ribeirao 
Preto,  Sao  .Simao,  etc.,  on  the  Mogynna  railway, 
will  produce  an  enormous  crop  ol  coffee,  the  trees 
being  heavily  loaded  with  fruit.  There  has  been  an 
abundance  of  rain  in  tliis  district. 

—A  correspondent  ot  the  Jornal  at  I^•lra!lyba  do 
Norte  writing  on  the  14th  ulto.  gives  a  l)lne 
account  of  tbe  silling  up  of  tbe  river  in  front  of 
the  capital.  He  prophecies  that  ere  long  vessels 
will  be  unable  lo  reach  the  wharves.  Tlie  creation 
of  a  port  at  Cabedello  becomes  daily  more  neces- 
sary. The  Comtc  d'Eu  railw.iy  was  extending  this 
branch. 

-Tbe  rejiorl  of  the  inspector  general  of  instruc- 
tion in  t!ie  province  ol  S.  Paulo,  dated  iSth  Deer, 
last,  states  that  in  the  last  fiscal  year  ihe  expense 
with  schools  reached  775.713$-  There  were  1,041 
public  schools,  or  645  for  boys  and  356  for  girls. 
There  were  15.934  boys  and  9,074  gjMs  entered, 
and  Ihe  attendance  was  12,363  of  the  former  and 
7,169  of  the  latter. 

—The  province  of  ParanA  seems  to  be  struggling 
with  deficits  also.  On  the  17th  ulto.  tbe  pre.sidenl 
stated  that  receipts  in  1885  estimated  at  827.840$ 
only  produced  676.746$,  while  expenses  were 
1,206,793$.  The  difference  was  partly  met  by  tlie 
issue  of  bonds,  but  the  deficit  carried  to  i8S6 
amounted  to  226,162$.  Up  to  December  31st  last 
the  deficit  had  reached  396,432$. 

-The  Diaria  MercanUl.  of  Sao  Paulo,  of  the 
22nd  ult.,  complains  of  the  large  number  of  boys 
of  12  to  IS  years  of  age  who  are  without  occupa- 
tion and  who  are  habitual  loafers  about  the  streets 
of  that  city.  The  Diarlo  is  quite  right  in  calling 
•itlention  to  the  evil.  Roys  of  tl,e  ages  .spccif,e<l 
ought  lo  be  in  school,  or  learning  some  useful  trade. 
Street  loafing  is  only  a  cheap  nursery  for  criminals. 
-The  province  of  Sao  Paulo  has  paid  out  the 
following  sums  in  three  years  for  ihe  passages  and 
entertainment  of  immigrants  :

-According  to  a  s(alistic«l  table  published  in 
Ihe  Diano  do  Gram  Para  the  exports  of  rubber 
fromParA  in  1886  amounted  to  13,311,417  kilo- 
grammes, otTiciaily  valued  at  32,i92,444$63o.  The 
official  value  of  all  otiier  exports  amounted  to 
2,748,i66$6l4,  making  a  total  exportation  of  34,- 
94".6oo$744.  The  rubber  exports  showed  a  great 
increase  over  1885,  hut  a  decrease  is  shown  in 
other  products. 

-The  rtlatom  of  the  president  of  S.  Paulo  states 
there  had  been  in  the  year  (1886?)  328  trials  by 
jury,  of  which  89  were  for  murder  and  55  .assault 
with  inlent  to  kill.  There  were  116  condemna- 
tions and  2gi  acquittals.  Of  the  condemnations  3 
were  lo  death,  13  ,0  flogging  and  12  to  the  galleys 
for  life.  There  had  been  5  bankruptcies  brought 
before  tlie  courts,  of  which  i  was  fiauduleiit.  The 
assets  are  Mater!  to  have  been  4,499.648$  and 
Iiahdilies  5,546,866$. 


—The  Campinas  tramway  carried  19,045  passeng- 
ers and  the  receipts  were  3,77S$36o  in  February. 

—The  auditors  of  Ihe  Pocto  Real  central  sugar 
factory  state  thai  ibe  hiht  crop  year  left  a  loss  of 
43. 1 03  $6  72. 

—The  Pioviniin  de  S.  Paulo  hears  that  rich 
diamond  fields  have  been  discovered  near  Franca, 
in  that  province. 

—  Up  to  Ihe  1st  inst.  6,711  slaves  had  been 
registered  at  Campinas,  S.  Paulo,  exclusive  ol  1 18 
sexagenarians,  who  are  liable  to  various  terms  ol 
labor. 

—On  Ihe  very  day  that  the  provincial  assembly 
of  S.  Paulo  passes  a  law  to  abolish  lotteries,  the 
presidency  is.sues  a  new  scheme  (or  tbe.se  same 
lotteries.  A  veto  seems  clearly  to  be  meant  for 
the  law. 

—Engineers  Crokatt  de  S^  and  Smith  de  Vas- 
concellos  have  contracted  with  the  president  of 
Minas  Geraes  (o  furnish  a  map  of  ihe  province. 
The  cost  is  fixed  at  S,ooo$,  and  the  province  is  lo 
receive  1,000  copies. 

■  —The  Paulistas  think  it  might  be  just  as  well  to 
let  up  on  the  26th  February  as  a  holiday.  It  ap- 
pears  that  the  Emperor  and  Empress  visited  the 
province  on  this  day,  and  since  the  imperial  visit 
the  day  is  observed  as  a  holiday, 

-On  Ihe  25th  ulto.  the  S.  Paulo  court  of  appeals 
confirmed  the  decision  ol  the  jury  condemning  Jos^ 
Pinto  de  Almeida  Junior,  the  Campinas  murderer, 
to  death.  This  murder  was  surrounded  with  fearful 
details,  and  tlie  motive  was  robbery, 

-The  Biano  da  Bakia  states  that  a  marine  on 
the  gunboat  Traripe  received  300  blows,  on  the 
9th  ult.  and  that  he  was  in  a  deplorable  condition 
'rom  llic  punishment.  We  are  waiting  to  hear 
that  ibc  commandant  of  that  vessel  lias  been 
"suspended  lor  three  months  from  the  exercise  of 
his  profession." 

—The  idlers  in  Campinas,  Sao  Paub,  had  a 
free  exhibition  on  tlie  igtb,  in  which  the  national 
in.s(ilation  was  -seen  to  perfection.  A  slave  belong- 
ing to  a  man  named  Joaquim  Celestino  cie  Abreu 
Soares  wa.s  mercilessly  flogged,  by  bis  master's  own 
band,  in  his  master's  own  drawing  room,  and  with 
the  windows  lo  the  street  all  open.  The  poor 
■eldi's  cries  attracted  a  targe  crowd  in  the  street 
who  saw  nearly  the  whole  performance,  the  flog- 
ging being  finished  in  another  room.  Probably 
this  is  Ihe  patriarchal  feature  of  the  institution. 
—The  minister  »if  finance  has  notified  his  col- 
ague  of  agriculture  that  the  debts  owing  on  their 
lands  by  immigrants  ought  to  be  collected  by 
treasury  agents.  From  the  figures  given  [Jornal, 
March  ist)  it  appears  that  the  colonists  of  Santa 
Catharina,  Espirilo  Santo  and  Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
are  owing  the  following  amounts  on  their  lands  : 


—On  Ihe  28th  the  S.  Paulo  provincial  assembly 
passed  a  law  abolishing  lotteries  and  to  estahlisli  a 
tax  of  12,000$  on  dealers  in  lotteries  of  other 
provinces, 

—According  to  the  Jmnai  do  Recife,  Pernam- 
buco  has  the  champion  Tanner  of  tbe  day— an  old 
man,  80  years  of  age,  who  has  been  fasting  for 
three  months.  He  drinks  water,  sweetened  with 
sugar,  at  night— and  that  is  alt.  It'appears,  how- 
ever, that  he  is  confined  in  the  penitentiary  for  the 
crime  of  murder,  where  he  has  been  secluded  for 
18  years. 

—The  city  of  Campos  is  rapidly  gaining  an 
unenviable  reputation  for  disorder  and  crime.

Conee.-'l'he  m.irket  has  again  ruled  quiet,  and  although 
receipts  show  a  further  decline  our  stuck  is  increased  by  some 
20  000  bags.  On  the  aSlh  uh.  quotations  were  reduced  to 
lho.se  we  give  below,  at  which  th<!  m;irket  is  said  to  be  quiet, 
exporters  not  as  yet  .showing  auy  marked  desire  to  purchase, 
and  with  the  steady  increase  of  our  stock,  a  further  decline 
does  not  seem  in  .any  manner  impossible.  The  published 
European  telegrams  are  generally  unfavorable,  but  those  from 
the  United  States  appear  to  be  rather  more  stimuhting. 
That  the  dislocation  of  stocks  is  not  yet  appreciated  either 
here  or  abroad  scemScvidcnt  to  us.  Consuming  markets  see 
a  visible  supply  available  within  a  short  period  by  the  im- 
provements of  communication,  and  calculate  on  the  needs  of 
holders  forcing  lower  prices  on  them.  Dealers  and  factors 
ore  kepi  firm  by  the  cessation  of  busines.'i  and  believe  that 
the  necessities  of  consumers  will  oblige  them  to  meet  the 
view  of  holders.  As  it  seems  almost  impossible  to  combine 
such  widely  different  opinicins,  the  market  is  likely  to  dr.-ig, 
and  the  means  of  endurance  must  be  exhausted  on  one,  or 
the  other  side,  before  the  business  is  settled.
